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Edmonton in 1944 


Those, now numbering considerably 
more than 100,000, who have made Ed- 
monton their home and have centered their 
interests here, may look.back with Satis- 
faction on the conditions and the trend 
of 1944, It has been a busy year, when 
few people were involuntarily idle, when 
the business turnover has been phenomenal 
despite wartime restrictions, as shown by 
the unprecedented levels to which bank 
clearings have risen. By all the standards 
of measurement it has been emphatically 
a prosperous year for this community—- 
perhaps a year of more widely distributed 
prosperity than we have known before. 
No person in Edmonton who was not phy- 
sically or otherwise handicapped has 
needed public assistance. . 

The reaction upon the municipal stand- 
ing is particularly gratifying. A new high 
record has been established in the payment 
of taxes. The city’s floating indebtedness 
has been paid off. Its bonded indebtedness 
has been substantially reduced. Its out- 
standing bonds have nearly all been re- 
funded, at a considerable saving in interest 
charges. The utility enterprises have 
shown increased earnings, Funds have 
been created for improvement projects to 
be undertaken when labor and materials 
become available. The prestige of the city 
has risen. Its credit is excellent. 

Confidence in the stability and the fu- 
ture of Edmonton never stood higher, That 
is a self-evident and very heartening fact, 
which the people of the city can contem- 
plate with solid satisfaction as they survey 
the events of the year and the situation as 
it draws to a close.

All-Out Production 


Alberta has shared generously with the 
other provinces in the good times which 
have prevailed this year throughout the 
Dominion. Here, as in most others, crops 
were good, better than ‘good” in’ some 
areas and of some kinds. Farm production 
has perhaps touched the high level pos- 
sible with the limited amount of labor and 
without new and improved equipment not 
presently available. The farming popula- 
tion have enjoyed the largest income in his- 
tory. Farm debts have been cleared off and 
reduced more generally and in greater 
amount than in any year Since the 1920's. 
The food supply of the nation has been 
more than ample, and enormous quantities 
have gone oversea to feed the Allied armies 
and the Allied and liberated peoples. 

Industrially the country reached the 
peak of its capacity, chiefly in the output 
of munitions. Detailed figures are super- 
fluous, for the facts are generally known 
and so huge are the figures that they are 
more confusing than enlightening. Hon. 
C. D. Howe has summarized the record by 
saying that “The production of war goods 
in Canada in 1944 was second only in the 
world to the munitions and armament pro- 
duction of the United States.” In the mat- 
ter of arming the Allied nations, as in that 
of feeding them, Canada did its full part 
this year. 

This enormous production on farm and 
In factory, mine and forest, was of course 
the prime cause of the full employment 
that has marked the year, and of the highly 
favorable conditions which have prevailed 
in country and town, The average standard 
of living was never so high in Canada as 
it has been during 1944. Nowhere in the 
world have people so heavy an obligation 
to be thankful for material wellbeing.

On the Road to Victory 


A year ago the farthest advanced Rus- 
sian forces were fighting to oust the Nazis 
from the Ukraine. In Italy the Allied 
troops were attacking on the Cassino-Or- 
tona line, below Rome, with about one- 
quarter of the peninsula in their posses- 
sion.

Not least among the.achievements of 
year—Nazi submarines were practi- 
driven from the Atlantic shipping 
lanes or forced out of action there through 
most of the summer. This made possible 
the movement of troops and supplies from 
this cont to Europe with little inter- 
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ference, and in great measure contributed 
to the success of the invasion of France 
and the advance to the German border. 

These changes on all the major fronts 
save China show the progress the Allies 
have made during 1944. They have sus- 
tained local reverses and suffered heavy 
losses. But the battle has gone in their 
favor in both great theatres, and with gath- 
ering momentum in both, The year ends 
significantly with the collapse of Rund- 
stedt’s counter-offensive, in circumstances 
which may speed rather than delay the 
destruction of the Nazi power. 

a * 

One New Year's resolution which 
people in all the Allied countries should 
make is that they will give no aid or en- 
couragement to fault-finders, public or pri- 
vate, who go about stirring up suspicion 
and distrust between the United Nations. 
There is great need that they do this, for 
the agents of disharmony are getting 
vocal everywhere. Unless the public openly 
resent and resist this cleavage campaign, 
the coming year may see the Allies as far 
apart as Hitler and wae hope they will be. 
7. 

Some weeks ago the officials at Ot- 
tawa appealed to discharged servicemen 
and the dependents of men who have fallen 
to send in their applications for the war 
gratuities due them. But, for whatever 
reasons, the applications have not been 
coming in any faster. As a result, only 25,- 
000 cheques are going out, whereas 90,000 
persons are estimated to have just claims 
for gratuity payments. Maybe this disin- 
clination to “come and get it” is a sign that 
the discharged men and the dependents do 
not need the money just now, and are leav- 
ing their gratuity credits as nest eggs for 
future use. But the officials say the delay 
is throwing them off balance and a rush 
of applications later may clutter up the 
works and retard payments, To avoid that 
possibility, those concerned would do well 
to send along their statements of claim 
now.

There are pre-conditions for un- 
conditional surrender. In the Ger- 
man case it involves giving up the

such can surrender. When Lee sur- 
rendered his armies, and the south 
surrendered the confederacy, they 
surrendered to the union.

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Make a “Happy New Year” 


T TAKES more than a wish—it takes a will I suppose we could all 
be far happier than we have been if we were quietly determined to 
be happy. For happiness does not depend so much on the kind of 

things we meet with in the course of the year as on the way we take 
them, the light in which we view them, the angle from which we look 
at them. It is what we bring to life in our inner spirits rather than 
what life brings to us in her hands that determines the difference be- 
tween happiness and cynicism. Perhaps we are all more or less just 
now considering what may be in store for us this coming year and what 
will happen to us, Let us start out realistically—all things will happen 
to us. Joy and sorrow, love and loss, hope and despair, these and a 
score of other elements will make up our year, but what these will do 
to us depends in the end upon what we will do with them. 

One of the major elements with which we will all have to deal is 
change, and I suspect there is nothing that people generally fear more | 
than change. Look what it does to people. Many are upset emotion- 
ally, suffering from a kind of spiritual giddiness. Many are upset mor- 
ally in a world so various that there seems to be no standard to which 
to be loyal. Many are upset philosophically seeing everywhere pro- 
cess but nowhere purpose or meaning until at last they surrender to 
bewilderment and cry “whirl is King.” This familiar experience makes 
it evident that unless we manage well in handling change, change will 
manage ill in handling us 

Reluctance to come to terms with change is one of the most ruin- 
ous factors in human life. This is pitiful because when one does face 
change with intelligence and courage it presents the finest of oppor- 
tunities. The common attitude is that change is dangerous. I can 
think of only one thing more dangerous—that is not to change. To try 
to build up a new world on our old ideas, to try to go into the new in- 
dustrial era implemented with the new gigantic machinery with the 
individualistic ideas of the 18th century—that is dangerous. Standing 
still when the world is moving is ruinous. That fact I fancy lies be- 
hind the last depression and this present war. 

We talk too much in pulpits about saving the world; that is not dis- 
turbing, that is poetic. It is pleasant to think about the world being 
saved, Let us alter that phrase. We can not save the world without 
changing it. Few of our old institutions can be saved without changing 
them. We can not save ourselves without changing ourselves. We 
might well declare a moratorium on that word “save,” it sounds too 
much like the word “safe,” and put in its place the word “change ; 

I am certain, however, that we will not manage well in handling 
change until our eyes are fixed on the unchanging. When we think of 
the one we will have the other thrust upon us 


“Change and decay in all around I see, ; | 
O thou who changest not, abide with me.” | 


Too many lives are spent on the changing things of life; they see 
process and change everywhere but no meaning and purpose in events. 
Life becomes for them little more than flux and endless alteration | 
without sense. They constitute the swamps where cynics with poison 
stings are bred. I do not see how we can handle tomorrow well or 
know any happy new year unless we have some perception of the un- 
changing in the midst of the changing 

I suspect that we are all praying “Thy kingdom come” as we work 
for a better post-war world. That puts us in a place where we must 
produce change. It also puts upon our lips these other words, “O Thou 
who changest not.” Some will face the coming year with its inevitable 
changes, and when the storm is passed know without the use of a Bible 
commentary what Paul meant when he said “I have finished the course, 

I have kept the faith”; others will be like Napoleon imprisoned on St. 
Helena, of whom it is written “no great principle stood by him.” What 
a way to face a changing world, no great principle standing by us. Yet 
for you and me it will be thus—or else, “O Thou who changest not ” 
Carry the one set of attitudes into the New Year and it can come out 
happy, but carry the other into the New Year and it will come out | 
somewhere else altogether.

B.C., where a new $100,000 church 
is to be constructed as a memorial

OTHER PLANS MADE 

Still another form of ‘mem- 
orial reported is the dedication 
of altars in memory of fallen 
service men and women, Such an 
altar was consecrated recently in 
the Roman Catholic Crusader 
Church of the Holy Ghost in 
Palestine in honor of members of 
the British armed forces, 

Few plans have so far been an- 
nounced in the United States for 
church war memoriais. In San An- 
tonio, Texas, the Central Christian 
Church is planning a $144,000 post- 
war building program which will 
include a memoria! chapel. More 
arresting, however the proposa 
to incorporate relics from war 
theatres throughout the world in 
the symbolism of the church,

Service to Prisoners-of-War

Isolated behind barbed wire, 
under constant surveillance from 
the watch tower, guarded by 

| machine guns, millions of prison- 
ers of war are living out the long 
weary days of waiting. 

Out of the excessively active life 
of combat they have been abruptly 
brought into activity, involving one 
basic struggle —the battle against

between the War Prisoners’ Aid 
and the Ecumenical Commission 
for Chaplaincy Service to Prisoners 
of War. It is difficult to draw the 
line between the services rendered 
by the two agencies. Generally 
speaking, the Ecumenical Commis- 
sion provides liturgical equipment, 
materials for the sacraments and 
worship, devotional literature, and, 
in some cases, Visiting clerical lead 
ership. Bibles are provided by the 
| American Bible Society and other 
societies. Along with supplying 
supplementary religious literature, 
music, and pictures, War Prisoners’ 
Aid provides the greater bulk of 
the service—libraries, texts for edu- 
cational classes, athletic goods, 
musica] instruments, equipment for 
dramatics and hand craft, and 
many other things. It also provides 
more extensive visitation to the 
camps by neutral secretaries. These 
regular camp visitors make contact 
with the chaplains to learn and to 
report their needs. 

Much of the leadership of the 
religious activities is provided by 
clergymen from among the pris- 
oners, but the materials must be 
sent in from the outside. During 
1943 the Ecumenical Comm'ssion 
distributed from Geneva 188,524 
religious books and pamphlets, 
the pamphlets being special 
Christmas and Easter booklets, 
8,289 packages were shipped, And 
this report does not include the 
materials collected or printed in 
this country and distributed to 
German prisoners here and in 
Canada by the Commission on
